Amongst her numerous patrons who visit- 
d her, at the above mentioned date, to have 
peep into thé future and at the same time 
peep at their future wife or husband, was 
, rather tall, slender made man; he had 
rown hair, raddy complexion, a big mole cn 
be side of his nose, and asoldier-kke wal‘, 
a sbort he had been a soldier inthe British 
rmy. We wil call him Villiam Vakefield. 

Whether Mrs. Wanhorn ‘saw in the cards” 
hatske would marry the above named gentle- 
nan, or she took a fancy to the big mole on 
he side of his nose, or to the nose itself, I 
ennot state, sufice it to say, that after the 
erfurmance, that is the “card cutting” was 
nished, and she came to the second part of 
ct, that is to let the gentleman have a peep 
å his future wife, Mrs. Wanhorn instead of 
lacing a small daguerreotype ofa light com- 
lexioned or dark complexioned lady, as the 
ase might be, iu the little brass tube, which 
ter visitors had to look in, to have a sight 
t their future wife or husband. In this par- 
teular case, she placed a small Daguerreo- 
ype of herself in the tube, after the geutle- 
xan had gazed some time at his intended 
rife, ke took the little tube from his eye, 
sokod aż Mrs. Wanhorn and said, “chy this 
s you,” Mrs, Wanhorn said “if i is me, then 
Wu will have to marry me.”

As Mra. Wanhorn had done all the court-

From his awe 
Statement, it appears that he realy believed at the time, 
that Mrs Wanhorn possessed sonie supernatiral puwer by 
which at any ume, fer “ httle fairy spirit “ conid ° shuffie, 
off this mortal coil’ and creep into the litle brass rube, 
(ike old witches used to creep through the Key-hule of the 
tlour,) and there present her pretty round face to his admir. 
ing gaze. While on the subject of slowing the likeness of 
the foture wile or hashand, L will herë give the philosophy 
ofthe whole affair. The fortnne teller, who prachices that 
basiness, filst procures a little brass tube abaut une inch ip 
d,ameter, aud lour inches long ; ene end of ihe tube rs open, 
an. the other is closed, hut tbe closed end can easily be 
screwed af or on. The fortune teller then goes to a Daguer- 
reuty piat and procures a number of siall likenesses; one iw 
fitted in the inside of the end of the tube then » is screw 
ed on, and the visitor puts the end that is epen to hes or hes 
eye Fora short time the person lonking in cannot see any- 
tnng, it appears all darkness; similar to a person going 
trom where the Sun i3 shining, into a room with the win- 
dow shatters closed ; for a short time they can see notlung 
distinctly. until the pupil of the eye is dilated, or it has 
had tine to accommodate itself tn the sma!) quantily of 
hehtin the room, th n they can begin to distinguish the 
funiture around them, and recognize the pietures hanging 
against the wall; so in lik? manner a person ooking ints 
the brass tube cannot for a short time see anythivg in it, 
but when the eve has had time to accommodate itself tothe 
guia quantity of ght in the tube, they then cau begin te 
distinguish the little picture at the far end, and on account 
of the person not being able (o see Ihe likeness when he er 
she first hegan to Jook in, it appears to have cume into the 
tbe in a supernatural manner- Tnigis the whole secret ef 
showing the likeness ofany person's future wife or busbané.
